IN HUIO "OPTIONS" 


Although a number of arresta have 


been made as a result of the fraudulent, 
practice, the war departments reports 
that persona in various parts of the 
country are still being victimized by 
individuals -who pretend to be able to 
obtain Dodge Brothers Motor Cars 
from the government at. bargain prices, 
The usual method, it is said, is to sell 
"options" on the cars, which are rep- 
resented as being still in the original 
shipping crates, the war having ended 
before they were used. Once the "op- 
tion" price is obtained, of course, the 
"agent" never reappears. 


John A. Wood, local Dodge distribut- 


or, said this week that two men had 
been approached in Baldwin Park re- 
cently, and an attempt had been made 
to perpetrate this fraud. 


As Dodge Brothers .motor car was* 


selected by the government as the offi- 
cial car of its class for service with the 
army during" the world-war, an enor- 
mous number of these cars wore equip- 
per for the American training camps 
and expeditionary forces. At the con- 
clusion of the war the various branches 
of the army had fully 20,000 Dodge 
Brothers cars and almost immediately 
it was rumored that these cars were to 
be sold at rediculously low figures by 
the government. It was a great oppor- 
tunity for crooks. They went from 
town to town, pretending that they had 
acquired options on large stocks of the 
cars, all in first-class condition, and 
were prepared to sell these options for 
$25 to $30, sometimes more, -The rej 
suit was that both Dodge Brothers and 
the war department were flooded with 
inquiries as to when and where the 
cars might be obtained. Warnings were 
issued, arrests were made and for a 
time the fraud died out. 


Recently, however, it seems to have 


been renewed, as Dodge Brothers say 
they are constantly receiving letters 
and telegrams on the subject. 
The 


matter was taken up with the military 
intelligence division of the war de- 
partment. A letter just issued from 
this division by Dodge Brothers in-- 
eludes the following definite statement: 


"I am informed by the director of 


sales of the war department that no 
sales of new Dodge Brothers cars have 
been made by his office. He also in- 
forms me that arrests have recently 
been made in Philadelphia and New 
York by the department of justice of 
individuals who were fraudulently &t-, 
tempting to sell options on government 
cars. ' ' 
As P matter of fact, the great ma- 


jority of Dodge Brothers cars acquired 
by the army have been apportioned to 
various branches of the government ser- 
vice. A few auctions have been held 
at some of the army camps, at which 
government cars which had seen hard 
service were disposed of by individual 
bidding, but there have been no options 
and anyone representing himself as in 
a position- to -obtain government, cars 
should be reported to the authorities for 
investigation.

whatever name comes first to hand, .but 
its success lies in unity of purpose. 


If any organization can provide the 


machinery, the excuse and the oppor- 
tunity for the unifying of interests in 
any community, it becomes a powerful 
influence for the upbuilding and the 
progress of that community. And un- 
less some such organization is main' 
tained it is the history of every com- 
munity the world over that it drifts 
without concerted action, and other 
communities that are organized invari- 
ably outstrip it. 


The chamber of commerce for this 


city and valley is in process of reor- 
ganization, and the best men and wo- 
men of the community are pulling hard 
together to bring about a complete, 
unified organization. Dr. J. D. Beed, 
pioneer physician of the valley, a large, 
property-holder, and a man of unusually 
sound ability, has become the chairman 
of the new executive committee, and 
serving with him are men and women 
who have had much, to do with the 
progress and prosperity of this city and 
valley in years past. These men are 
n earnest. 


But these men must have the help 


and counsel of the ranchers and the 
jusiness men of the valley, and they 
reserve this help and counsel. Coming 
into this valley in the past ten years 
dave been men and women of all walks 
of life—doctors, lawyers, engineers, big 
business men—who have retired t< 
ranches, and who have not always taken 
a vital interest in the affairs of the 
locality in which they have 
settled 


Perhaps these men and women havi 
v.ot been invited urgently enough i 
lend their aid in behalf of the valley 
If this is true,-then the local"leaders' 
'who have been struggling here admit 
this fact as an error, and they resolve, 
this very week, that every man and 
<woman who can offer something for 
the good of the community be consult- 
ed, be drawn into public council, and 
•that is what this reorganization of the 
chamber of commerce means—it means 
that the man or woman now reading 
this editorial is appointed a commit- 
tee to see that they take the steps that 
will ab'gn them with the others going 
forward toward a program of civic bet- 
terment. 
What program is in mind? 
What 


does the chamber of commerce propose 
to do! The best answer that can be 
given: to these questions is that when 
as many of the valley's best citizens 
are enrolled the program will form it- 
self automatically from their proposals. 
There will not be an hour of the day 
or night following a united reorganiza- 
tion when there will be la_ek of a pro- 
gram. "Opportunity," said Napoleon; 
"I make opportunity." 


A few years ago the city of Pomona 


was in something of the same situa- 


ion from a public standpoint as is the 
loyina city and valley today. 
It 


bought that it was too large not to 
io something and too small to aceom- 
ilish anything. There were jealousies 
nd factions in that town. The wheels 
f progress turned, but the grease-cups 
were plugged with old accumulated and 
worn-out prejudices that impeded the 
irculation. 
Every revolution of. the 


wheels of progress was accompanied by 
a shriek of protest. They were going 
ahead, but on dry bearings. Then the 
ime came when the influx of new peo 
)le made just enough differnce so thai 
here was a reorganization, and since 
,hat time the city of Pomona has forg 
ed steadily ahead, not with spectacular 
success, but with good and healthy 
prowth. Wo speak of Pomona because 
:hat city is a neighbor, but it holds 
jood of practically every town that has 
nade its way in this' country.
